HORACE GREELEY’S SHOES. 


A bout the year 18T0, when A rth u r Bar­ 
ret was P resident of th e F air Association, 
Mr. G reeley accepted an invitation to de­ 
liver the annual addresa in the A m phithea 
ter a t the F air G rounds. 
Colonel Todd 
was Chairm an of the Reception Com m ittee, 
and after the close of the address escorted 
the speaker to his room at the Southern 
Hotel, where he bade him good by, as Mr. 
G reeley was to leave the city eariy on the 
following m ornins. 
Before leaving him, 
however, Colonel Todd said : 
“ W ell, M r. Greeley, I tru st th a t during 
your stay here everything has been done 
for your com fort and th a t everything has 
been satisfactory to you.” 
“ Y es,” replied Mr. G reeley slowly aud 
w ith considerable hesitancy, “ everything 
has been sb pleasant as I conld have de­ 
sired, except ”—here the old gentlem an 
looked sadly down a t his feet, and after a 
brief pause"resum ed, “ except th a t some 
one stole m y shoes last n ig h t.” 
“ Stole vour sh o e s!” echoed Colonel 
Todd in astonishm ent, also surveying Mr. 
Greeley's feet. 
“ Y es,” replied M r. Greeley w ith a nigh 
and moving his feet uncom fortably. 
‘ Y efl, 
I left them outside my door last night and 
someone walked of w ith them . 
B at a new 
pair was left in place of th e old ones, and 
th a t’s w hat troubles me. T he old ones were 
easy and com fortable, h ut the new ones 
hu rt m y feet.” 
“ One m ight he pardoned,” said Colonel 
Todd, “ for w anting to step into your shoes. 
Perhaps someone w anted them as sou­ 
venirs.” 
This was intended for a com plim ent, but 
Mr. G reeley was too rnuch interested in 
his feet to notice it. 
H e only said, “ P er­ 
haps eo, but I would very much prefer my 
old ones to these, and wish they had taken 
som ething else as a souvenir.” 
The next m orning th e old gentlem an 
limped down stairs aud took a carriage for 
the depot, carrying away w ith him proba­ 
bly a very unfavorable im pression of the 
souvenir hunters of St. Louis. 
Several weeks ilap -ed before the m ys­ 
tery of the stolen shoes was solved. 
I t 
was then ascertained th a t a colored man 
nam ed W ilkinson, who was one of the 
baibers at the Southern, had really taken 
Mr. G reeley’s shoes as m em entoes of the 
man who had w orked so actively and ear­ 
nestly for the freedom of the negroes. 
In 
speaking of the m atter to Colonel Todd, 
W ilkinson said th a t he was w alking aloiig 
the hall near Mr. G reeley’s room, and see­ 
ing the shoes standing outside the door, 
the idea struck him th a t they would be 
ju st the tiling to give to the children to re­ 
m ind them of him who had done so much, 
for the colored m ar. 
He therefore took 
them , hurried o ut ot the hotel and w ent to 
a shoe store, where he purchased a pair of 
much b etter shoes of the same Bize as the 
old ones, and returning to tbe hotel, put 
the form er where the latter had stood. 
H a thought th a t a fair exchange was no 
robbery, and felt th a t he was giving much 
more in actual value than ho was receiving. 
W ilkinson is dead, but the shoes are prob­ 
ably Dow in St. Louie. 
I t is understood 
th at several relic hunters are looking for 
them .—[St. Louis Republican. 


LONG 
BEARDS 


Exceptionally loDg beards have always 
attracted a good deal of attention, aud his 
tory records maDy instances of th e kind. 
Rauber von Talberg, a Germ an knight 
aud counselor of M axim ilian II. (d. 1575), 
rejoiced in a beard which reached to his 
feet, and from there again to his waist. 
John Mayo, the oeiolirated painter of the 
sixteenth century, who accom paniedCnarlcs 
V. in his campaign, had a beard so long, 
that, althougn he was a tall man, it would 
hang upon the ground when he stood up- 
r'gh . ; 
he were it, . therefore, 
fastened 
to his girdle. 
George K illm gw ortb, e< nt , 
by Queen M ary as one of her agent» in 
ltióñ to Czar Ivau the Terrible, is said to 1 
have had a beard five feet tw o inches long. 
In the olden tune, when every p art of the 
body had its price, the beard v,aa valued 
at tw enty shillings, a large sum for the 
tim e— while the lots of a leg was valued 
at twelve shillings. 
W e can easily imagine 
th a t a{ periods when beard and whiskers 
were looked upon as ornam ental, false 
beards were substituted for the genuine 
article. 
Pedro 
IV . of 
Aragon 
(135) 
found him telf compelled to prohibit hi*; 
Catalonian 
subjects from w earing false 
beards. 
But the m ost singular substitute 
Is the golden beard, which Chrysistem us 
says was worn hy the K ings of Persia. 
S etonius «ays the «ame of Caligula, the 
Ro.nan Em peror. 
According to A ndrea 
Fayn the K ings of France of the first d y ­ 
nasty wore hcardi entw ined w ith gold 
threads. 
Duke iien a‘us of Loraiue wore 
at the funeral of Charles of Burgundy, 
who died at Nar.cy in 1447, a beaid of gold 
thread banging down to his girdle. 
As 
Ju p iter was som etim es adorned w ith a 
golden beard, the phrase an ream barban 
haber» 
was 
equivalent 
to 
saying 
/Jen in 
Beards 
were 
at 
various 
tim es taxed in England. 
Thus wo read 
in N otes and Queries th a t the Sheriff of 
C anterbury paid three shillings and four 
pence for wearing a heard. 
Iu the first 
year of Elizabeth every heard of above a 
fortnight’s grow th was taxed three shillings 
and aix per.ce ; hut the law was too absurd 
to be enforced. 
The d u ty imposed on 
beards by P eter the G reat w m a rouble 
(above three shilling»); th a t tax m*-t with 
a fate sim ilar to th a t of E lizabeth's, and 
was soon canceled. 
The developm ent of 
the heard as well as th e hairiness of the 
body differs not m erely in different rac< s, 
b u t also in families of the same race. 
I d 
E urope and a portion of Asia beards pre­ 
vail, u n til we go beyond India, 
when 
gradually beards disappear, as in the case 
of Siamese, Chinese and Japanese.

WHAT 
OHIO 
HAS 
DONE. 


The Pond 
Saloon la x stlo n Bill in the 
B uckeye S tate. 


The l’ond bill, providing for taxing sa- 
Ioods, passed by the House of Representa­ 
tives in Ohio, is now a law. 
I t receiver! 
56 votes, three Dem ocrats voting for it. 
This law expressly declares th at it shall 
not be construed as authorizing or licensing 
the sale of intoxicating liquors ; the tax 
being exacted solely as » means fur regulat­ 
ing the traffic, it being believed that the 
tax provided and the bond required will 
have the effect to m aterially reduce the 
num ber of saloons, and wipe out almost 
entirely the mo6t objectionable class. 
U nder tho provisions of this law, every 
dealer in intoxicating drinks is required, 
w ithin th irty days liom th e date of its 
passage, and in the first week of each sue 
ceeding m onth of May, to pay into the 
County Treasury a Bum regulated by hi6 
location. 
If not in nor within one m ile of 
any village or city, the tax required is 
S100 ; in a corporation of less than 2.000 
population, or w ithin one mile of it, §150; 
ill one of less than 10,000, or within oni’ 
mile thereof, 8*200 ; w ithin a city of the 
second cla«s, w ith a population of 10.000 
or more, or w ithin tw o m ilts thereof, §250; 
w ithin any city of the first class, or within 
tw o m ilts thereof, §300. 
In addition to such tax each retail dealer 
is required to give bonds to the State in 
the sum of §1,000. w ith two sureties, with 
a description tf the premises wherein the 
liquor is sold, aud the name of the owner 
indorsed thereon. 
The «urético shall be 
approved by the Probate Judge, who shall 
record the bonds and indorsem ent and re­ 
ceive §2 fee therefor. 
Tne failure or n fu sa! of any such retail 
dealer to com ply w ith tho provisions of this 
law eubjeots him to a fine of from §503 to 
81,000, or im prisonm ent for from thirty 
day s to one year, or both. 
Furnishing 
liquor to one engaged in the traffic con­ 
trary to this A ct subjects the person to a 
fine of f 'om §200 to §2.000, or im prison­ 
m ent from th irty days to one year, and all 
indebtedness or notes therefor based on 
anch sale are void. 
Says an Ohio paper : 
W hile this is not 
a license law, its effects, if enforced, will 
be practically the same as a license. 
That 
is, the benefits will be tho same, but it af 
fords no protection snoh as would be af­ 
forded under a license. 
The tax, in cities 
of the first class, is too low. 
I t should 
have been §500 instead ot §300, and per­ 
haps a §1,000 would have been better than 
either. 
The passage of this law without 
the am endm ent or repeal of existing laws 
relating to the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
plaoes the statu tes of tbe State iu a singu­ 
lar position. 
There is a law which pro­ 
hibits the sale of intoxioating liquors to be 
drank on the premises. 
True, it is not 
enforced, h ut there it stands. 
The situa­ 
tion is about as follows ; 
The law makes 
it a crime to retail intoxicating drinks, and 
then it taxes snch retail. 
W ould it not be 
b etter fur the Legislature to repeal the old 
law ? 
W ould such action not strengthen 
the new law ? 
There is not a doubt h ut this new law 
will result to the advantage of both the 
pnhlic and the moro respectable class of 
saloon keepers. 
If it is opposed at all it 
w ill be by a olaea of dealers who keep re­ 
sorts for the w orst elements of society. 
Those who keep the more respeotahl9 class 
of saloons—who do not encourage the in­ 
tem perate UBe of liquor, or m ake their 
places a shelter for tnieves and vile chaF 
aoters of every grade—should be quite As 
anxious to «ee it enforced as will it» author 
or any citizen of the State. 
W ith thetr 
hearty co-operation the law may be made 
effective, and there are many reaeons fojr 
believing th a t tho better class of saloon 
keepers will hail it as a blessing, and 
heartily aid in any reasonable efforts to se­ 
cure obedience to it.

GLADSTONE'S 
NEW 
IRISH 
POLICY. 


Mr. G ladstone has in etfeot oonfessed the 
failure of his Irish polioy, as laast as re­ 
gards the Coercion Act. H e has announced 
to the House of Commons th at instead of 
renewing th at law the Governm ent will 
introduce “ a m easure remedying the ad- 
“ m inistration of justice in Ireland.’ 
A t 
the same tim e he announced the resigna­ 
tion of Mr. Forster, and the intended 
release of all or nearly all the 
suspects, 
and the liberation of Parnell, Dillon and 
O 'K elly. 
He said farther th at the bill to 
lie introduced “ deals w ith the protection 
“ of life and property,’ and made the res­ 
ervation in regard to the Coercion Act, 
th at “ if peace and security should be 
“ jeopardized by the action of secret so- 
“ cietiea, the Governm ent would consider 
'•¡t iu duty to propose counteracting 
“ measures.’’ 
The resignation of Forster 
he stated to be eaueed by the refusal of the 
late Secretary for Ireland to share the re- 
sponaibility for the proposed release of the 
" suspects 
or in other words, Mr. Forster 
was not pre pared to put the stam p of dis­ 
approval on his own policy. 
The state­ 
ment of the Prem ier was received with 
tierce derision by the Opposition, and the 
Liberals do not appear to bave felt much 
enthnsiasm over th e situation in which 
they are placed by the sudden abandon­ 
m ent of th eir Irish policy. 
I t may per­ 
haps be said for Mr. G ladstone th at his 
readiness to recognize the failure of his 
programme is a sign of considerable breadth 
of character, b a t it is evident th a t when a 
G overnm ent is driven to make such a hu­ 
m iliating adm ission it m ust be in a really 
desperate strait, since a com plete change of 
front on a leading issue is certain to be 
construed as a justitication, not of the 
G overnm ent, hut of the Opposition. 
The 
latter has been declaring all along th at the 
Irish policy of the G overnm ent wss a se­ 
ries of blunders, and now the Governm ent 
adm its th a t the charge is true, and th at it 
m nst take a new departure. 
U ntil the new bill has been introduced it 
will be impossible to judge w hether the 
G overnm ent hss been wiser in its last ex­ 
perim ent than it was in its earlier ones, 
but this at least is clear, th a t if the new 
bill fails the Liberals will have to retire 
from power. 
And it m ust he adm itted 
th at the prospect of success in any Irish 
policy a t all likely to be adopted is exceed 
ingly poor. 
The Land A ct has been 
fatally handicapped by the question of 
arrears of rent, the disposition of which it 
did not cover. 
The tenants have not been 
satisfied, and the landlords have been made 
furious. 
A narchy and lawlessness have 
increased nothw ithstanding the Coercion 
A ct. 
Though nearly a thousand “ sui 
11 pects ” have been locked up, outrages 
have continued, and have grown even more 
ferocious and horrible, if th a t were pos­ 
sible. 
H undreds of landlords have owed 
their liveB for m any m onths to constant 
police protection. 
Kents have been quite 
generally w ithheld. 
Business has been 
brought to a standstill. 
The Land Courts 
have been crowded w ith applications for 
reduction of rent, but th e idea of peasant 
proprietorship, or of the right of the whole 
people to th e laud, haB com plicated the 
situation still further, and to this state of 
affairs there Beemed no natural conclusion 
so long as the existing conditions remained. 
Coercion has only proved the tru th of 
the saying th a t “ force is no rem ed y ; 
though it is to be rem arked th a t the Irish 
them selves appear to believe in force as a 
rem edy for all th eir com plaints, and it has 
been noted th a t though the G overnm ent 
cannot pacify Ireland by force, the Irish 
have several tim es obtained concessions 
from the Governm ent by resorting to vio­ 
lent methods. 
M r. Gladstone, however, 
has had to make up his m ind to a new pro­ 
gramme, not perhaps because he has any 
b etter insight into the situation, h u t simply 
because it had become clear to all the world 
th a t the existing policy was ineffective. 
The new departure is hailed w ith enthusi­ 
asm by at least some of the Irish members, 
Sexton having declared, after Gladstone 
had m ade his statem ent, th a t “ the Gov- 
“ ernm ent had taken the first step in a 
“ policy th a t w ould oover its adm inistra- 
“ tion w ith glory, and w ould produoe 
“ m utual ties of interest betw een England 
" a n d Irelan d .” 
T h at is a prospeot which 
all b ut the irreconcilables would no doubt 
like to see realised, b u t so m any failures 
have been m ade in the same business that 
the world has grown skeptical as to the 
feasibility of the undertaking. 
M uch depends upon the course taken by 
Parnell and his p irty . 
If they refuse to 
accept the overtures of the Government, 
and stand out for dissolution of the Union, 
or other extrem e measures, it is highly 
probable th a t they m ay defeat the new 
programme, and 
keep 
everything 
un­ 
settled. 
By doing th at, 
however, they 
would alm ost certainly bring about the de­ 
feat of the Governm ent, and the accession 
of the Conservatives to power, and shonld 
th a t change take place they would have 
to expect a radically different policy from 
th a t of M r. Gladstone. 
There can he bo 
doubt th a t the Conservatives view the 
tem porizing policy of the Liberals w ith 
strong disapprobation, and if they were 
in power th ey would be very apt to try an 
opposite line. 
Unless, therefore, it is the 
d istin ct purpose of Parnell and his party 
to force on 
a deadlock, 
only soluble 
by 
a 
resort 
to 
physical 
force, 
it 
would seem th eir best policy to accept 
w hatever term s the present Governm ent 
may offer. 
Kecent indications indioate a 
disposition on the part of Mr. Gladstone 
to favor rem ission of the arrearages of rent, 
and perhaps some plan looking to the 
acquisition in fee of their holdings by the 
tenants. 
Such a program m e will be dis­ 
tasteful to those who do not w ant any 
pacification of Ireland short of separation 
trom F.ngland, b u t it rem ains to be seen 
w hether those who hold these extrem e 
views possess the controlling influence. 
If 
they do not, then Parnell will probably 
not insist on m aintaining an attitu d e of 
obstinate hostility to the G overnm ent. 
If 
they do, then Mr. G ladstone’s new plan 
will go the way of the old one, and the 
contest will proceed until the English peo 
pie become thoroughly tired of it, and 
until they take the reins from M r. G lad­ 
stone’s hands, and give them to the Con­ 
servatives, who will thereupon apply heroic 
remedies, and whose m ethods are very nn 
likely to advance the Parnellites at all in 
the direction of victory.

ADIPOCERE. 


The letter addressed by the Supervisors 
of this county to the A ttorney-G eneral in 
regard to the railroad tax cases is a strong 
and well w ritten com m unication, and fully 
vindicates the Board for its action in the 
premises. 
T here can be no doubt th a t the 
Supervisors had th e am plest justification 
for the course they decided upon in this 
¡natter, and w hatever tho A ttorney-G en­ 
eral may have thought his d u ty to be 
under tbe circum stances, his deputy was 
not w arranted in scolding aDd even th reat­ 
ening the Board, for proceeding in accord- 
anoe w ith its m ature judgm ent. 
I t is the 
province of tbe Board to save the county 
all unnecessary expeDBe, and it has no 
right, in a m oral sense, to prefer litigation 
where the ends of justice can be attained 
w ithout it, for no better reason than to 
gratify a love of technicalities which no­ 
body b u t a lawyer could com prehend or 
appreciate. 
The Supervisors, viewing the 
sitnatinn as practical business men, saw th at 
if they accepted the am ount offered by the 
railroad the county would obtain even 
more than a just assessment would have 
given it. 
They could not see th at they 
were under any obligations to plunge the 
o ju n ty into litigation of a very doubtful 
character in order to recover an am ount 
which they well knew to he out of all rea 
son. 
They conclnded, therefore, th a t all 
the interests of the county, and all the de­ 
m ands of justice, would be completely 


Uur local colum ns yesterday contained 
an account of the discovery of a curious 
change in the body of a child buried mauy 
years ago at Folsom. 
T his change was 
supposed to he petrifaction. 
W e have no 
doubt th a t this supposition is erroneous, 
and th a t as a fact the body has been con­ 
verted into the substance called adipocere. 
W hen a body is buried in an alm ost or 
quite air-tight case, and in a dam p soil, it 
Bometimes happens th a t a very curious 
chemical operation takes place. 
The adi­ 
pose tissues undergo degeneration inc. 
acids (oleic and m argaricj which, uniting 
w ith am m onia and lime, precipitated from 
ths w et Boil and the decaying tissues, 
combine in a saponaceous m atter th at grad­ 
ually acquires a waxy consistency. 
In 
this way petrifaction is arrested, the out­ 
lines of the body are preserved, and when 
it is taken up its weight and hardness very 
frequently oreate the im pression th a t it has 
been converted into stone. 
W e notice 
th a t in the account which we published it 
was stated th at the clothes in which the 
child had been buried had been “ petri- 
“ tied ” in the same way as the body. 
This we take to he a m istake. 
It is evi­ 
dent th a t the chemical process which re­ 
suits in adipocere cannot take place in 
linen or woolen fabrics. 


THE 
EXTORTION 
CASE. 


Some time since J . M. Greenlaw, of this 
city, was arrested upon a w arrant Issued in 
San Francisco, and charged with extortion. 
The complaining witness is H. ,T. EggleBton, 
who some time since left the State under an 
assumed name, apparently to defraud his 
creditors. 
The San Franci.co Call of yester­ 
day aays: 
In Departm ent N s. 1 of the Bolioe Court 
yesterday afternoon, the case of W. B. Hay 
ford, of Colfax, Placer county, and.Jam eeM . 
Greenlaw, ot Sacramento, charged, on com­ 
plaint of H. J . Eggleston, with extort ion, 
was on trial. 
Hayford is a merchant at Col­ 
fax, and Greenlaw is a detective of Srcra- 
■nento. 
The complaining witness formerly 
resided at Colfax, Gold Run and other places 
along the Central Pacific Railroad, and en­ 
gaged in bnsmess as a contractor for catting 
wood. 
The facts of the case, ss brought oat 
during the examination of Eggleston ytster- 
day, and in the opening addresses of the at­ 
torneys, are soui-what as follows : Eggleston, 
in November, 1881, suddenly left the State, 
as lie admitted, under the name of Lynch, 
taking with him his wife aud daughter, ami 
leaviug about *10 000 worth of debts behind 
him, due to Chinatuen aud whites who 
had 
worked 
for 
him 
and 
furnished 
him with supplies. 
Ha went from here to 
England, and on his return m et Greenlaw at 
Freeport. 111., where that officer had been 
sent by the creditors to find him. 
Eggleston 
testified that ahortly after he saw Hayford, 
who had a w arrant aud requisition for him, 
he came with the detectives to Sacramento. 
There he says he brought him to face one of 
his creditors, told him that he hud committed 
a great crime in fiaeing from the State, one 
which would send him, bis wife aud daughter 
to the State Prison for five years, aud subject 
them to a fine of $5,000, and they advised 
him to give up the money in his possession, 
consisting of two drafts, one in his own name 
for 80,000 and one in his wife’s name for $1,­ 
800, and if he did so, H ayford and Greenlaw 
would pay his creditors. 
Eggleston further 
says he came to San Francisco and here met 
his wife and daughter, who were told by 
Greenlaw the same tbiDg. 
Frightened out of 
his wits, he gave up the checks. 
He says 
that Greenlaw aud Hayford then took him to 
Colfax, from which place the w arant had 
been issued, told the Justice of the Peace 
there that the m atter had been eompro-nised, 
aud the case was dismissed 
Eggleet n 
then says Greenlxw gave him 8100 and told 
him to make for Oregon, and that unless he 
•lid so it would be impossible to settle with 
the creditors, and probably that if he re­ 
mained in California tome of the Chinese 
creditors would get after him. 
Eggleston did 
stsrt for Oregon, got as far as Yreka, con­ 
cluded he had been swimlled—in fact some 
one to whom he related the story told him 
so—and be returned to this city and brought 
the charge now under examination. 
On his 
cross-examination, Eggleston adm itted that 
he had left the State to get rid of his credit- 
ora; that he carried away with him some 
811,000—more than enongh to pay all his 
debts, but calculated to settle some time for 
less than the value uf the claim. 
Tbe case 
was cut completed and goes on this morning. 
The defendants claim that Eggleston gave 
up the checks to avuid an expose, and that 
he made arrangements with them and George 
W. Chealey, of Sacramento, to compromise 
with his creditors. 
Tbe question of jurisdic­ 
tion arises in the case, and will be argued by 
the lawyers engaged, the offense, if any, 
having been commenced and comuleted in 
two different counties.

Of Marysville, was next called out.

Sacramento to antagonize any interest of Sac­ 
ramento. 
They should not so act as to ii jure 
the trade of the city, for to do that will al-o 
injur® Marysville and all the npper s3ction. 
There is r.o attacK upon the great mass of 
m iring industries, but only upon a few cor­ 
poral iona, and against such protection is 
asked, and nothing more. 
The aid of all the 
countb s interested was simply asked iu es­ 
tablishing a priuciple. 
Sacramento i* the 
natural center of the valley, and entitled to 
its trade. Every acre destroyed in the valley 
lessens the importance of Sacramento. 
M in­ 
ing ia an ephemeral business, aud when th? 
mountains are washed out Sacramento must 
depend wholly on the valley—a valley capi- 
b!e of supporting millions and of making this 
city a vast metropolis.

that Forsyth was pursuing them hotly wton 
they encountered the Mexicans. 
The Indi­ 
ana lost 78 killed, and all their stock. 
The 
engagement resulted in the complete destruc­ 
tion of Loco’s band. 
The Mexican loss was 
27 killed and wounded. 
T hirty-three Indi­ 
an* were taken priáouers. 
Thi* information is from a reliable source, 
and if it is confumed, may to regarded as the 
death-blow to the present Indian outbrerk, 
which ha* resulted so disastrously to Arizona 
and New Mexico. 
A cáreful summary show's a total cf 141 1 
whites and Mexicans killed by the Indians 
during the past two weeks, 500 head cf stock 
killed and captured, and the destruction of 
over $75,000 worth of property. 
The loss to 
the Territories by retarding the development 
of their immense mineral resources, aud the 
almost entire suspension of business in other 
line?, is beyond calculation. 
I t i* quite sug­ 
gestive, to say the leant, that our own troops 
can never succeed in putting the quietus 
upon thes9 Indian outbreak* without the aid 
of the Mexican forces. 
One hundred and 
twenty-five head of stock, rrcaptured recently 
from the Indians by Captain Tupper south of 
(Jloverdale, have an iv id at Bowie, and will 
be returned to the rightful owners on proper 
icentifi( fttiou. 
Four companies of the F irst Infantry will 
arrive here to-night.

Tho C anadian Pacific R ailw ay—A 8ln- 
pendens F u d erlak lu g . 
P o r t l a n d , May 31.—E. G. Tilton, of Yale, 
B. C., contractor. Chief Engineer and General 
Superintendent of the Canadian Pacific Rail­ 
way, arrived in this city yesterday. 
In an 
interview with an Oregonian reporter to-day 
he gave the following information concern­ 
ing that enterprise : Last February a con­ 
tract for building 
eighty-five miles from 
Emory Point, five miles below Yale, to Port 
Moody, the western term inus at the head of 
Burrard Iulet, was let lo Andrew Ocderdock 
and associate3, aud the work of clearing aud 
bridging is already under way. 
Grading 
will be c »mmenced about the 25th of this 
month. 
Arrangements have been made for 
the im portati »n of 8 000 Cfike®e, to arrive 
within bixty days. 
Two vessels, with 1,200 
coolies, arrived last month, and the men are 
now at work. 
Five thousand men will 
be put on the line between Emory and Port 
Moody, and a like number on the Frazer 
river. 
The work thus far on the Frazer ha* 
resulted in the completion of 23 miles of 
track, under a contract secured iu 1880, 
northeast from 
Emory. 
Upon these 23 
miles 1,200 men have been at work for 18 
month.®, and the grade from the sixtieth to 
ninetieth mile is nearly complete J. The work 
from Emory to Thompson's river, a distance 
of 60 miles, is probably the most difficult and 
expensive on the North American Continent. 
Frazer river is bordered with steep, rugged 
mountains of solid granite, from .5,000 to 
8 000 feet high. 
In the first 17 miles there 
are 
13 tunnels—four 
in 
one mile and 
six iu 
another. 
In two miles on 
the 
division above Emory there are no less than 
600 tres'les and bridges, and in the last 
85 miles more than 100 embankments, which 
at the foundation level are 17 feet wick, and 
the cuts 22 feet. 
The tunnels are 22 feet 
wide and 21 feet high. 
None other than 
58-pr uad steel rails are used. 
In tn« upper 
Hrction of the work there are 10,000,000 cubic 
yards of earth, an excavation of 3,000,000 
cubic yards of rock, exclusive cf the tunnel, 
and 2 000,000 cubic yards of rock and ce­ 
mented gravel. 
Between 30 000,000 and 40,­ 
000,000 feet of tim ber, board measure, are 
r qaired for the strucriircs 
Over the entire 
contracts the rock i? of the hardest compact 
granife, in which often recur wide and ex­ 
tremely rich quartz veins. 
For miles the 
ro u lis literally hewn out of the side of the 
ctiffs. The approaches to many of the tunnels 
are galleries. 
A t the eastern approach to 
tunnel No. 7, for over 100 feet the bluff is 
galleried, and overhang* the roadway twenty- 
four feet in width, or two feet outside the 
road bed, below which i* an almost perpen­ 
dicular precipice of 200 L et. 
The first tun­ 
nel Í3 at the north end of Yale, and the first 
four happen witbiu a mile aud a half of the 
town. 
I t required eighteen month* to build 
the first two miles, working in the tunnel 
night and day. 
From one point six tunnels 
are visible at a glance. 
The grades and 
curves are moderate, the 
heaviest grade 
being fifty feet to the mile. 
The line follows 
the west bank of Frazer river to a point 
eight miles below L yt'ou, where Thompson’s 
river empties into the Frazer. 
There the

will

an 
iron and tteel bridge, to cost $300,000. 
The line 
will 
then 
follow 
the south 
bank of Thompson’s river to Kamloops 
Like. 
The contractors expect to have com­ 
peted by the end of this year 120 miles of 
grade, and have 50 m iks of track in « pera- 
tijn. 
The first two n itos north fn m Emory 
cost a trifle over $200,000 per mile, and the 
11 miles from tho eighteenth to the twenty- 
ninth cost §175,000 per mile. 
The average 
crBt per mile of the upper division along the 
Frazer and Thompson’s riverB will be over 
$75,000 
per 
mile. 
This 
does 
not 
include 
the 
cost 
of 
rails 
and 
fastenings, 
which 
are 
furnished 
by 
the Government. 
The cost of the 212 miles 
from P<.rt Moody to Kamloops Lake will be, 
exclusive of rail®, §12,000,000. 
The company 
have at Yale erected nitro-glycerine and pow­ 
der works, with a capacity of 11,000 pounds 
per day, and car and machine shops, and all 
the supply departm ents. 
A steam er is un­ 
der construction, and will be launched in a 
tow days, foi the navigation of the upper 
Frazer between Boston Bar and the mouth 
of Thompson’s river. 
The boat is intended 
for the transportation of supplies, and will be 
the first to ascend above Bob ton Bar.

Judge T aft is of 
England Puritan 
»rock. 
He was born November 5, 1810, in 
Townsend, Vermont, a picturesque village 
on the eastern slope of the Green Mountains. 
His father was a man of much native force, 
who filled several terms in the State Legisla­ 
ture. W hen 19. Alphonso entered the hreah- 
man Class in Vale College, passed through 
the full course 
f four years, and graduated 
with honor. 
A lter graduation, be taught a 
high school at Ellington, Connecticut, two 
year*, and suhs:quentlv for two years filled 
the position of tu t r in Yale College, his alma 
mater. 
In addition to his duties as tutor, 
Mr. Taft studied in the Law School, and was 
admitted to the bar in 1838, being then 28 
ye ira ol I. 
In 1839. Mr. Taft removed to Cincinnati, 
where he ha» since continued to reside. 
His 
«►cord i* that of a careful, hardworking law­ 
yer, and in the practice of hi» profession he 
has been engaged ia some of »h° be*t-known 
cases, inv< Iving disputed point-* of law, which 
have in the last twenty year» been brought 
before the Ohio and United States Supreme 
Courts. 
He ha» been twice elected to the 
bench—once without opp >*iti n —and was 
once appointed by the Governor to fill a va- 
ctncy.

ABRAHAM 
LINCOLN. 


About two years ago, j-.ist as I was dis­ 
missing a party of visitors from the door of 
the catacom b, a very plain, modest-looking 
man of m iddle age, approached and said he 
had come to see and learn all he could 
about the m onum ent and Lincoln. 
I pro­ 
ceeded in my usual way, when visitors are 
much interested, and com pleted my ex­ 
planations on the terrace in front of the 
statue of the President. 
From the general 
bearing of the visitor, I should have taken 
him for a son of an original New England 
Abolitionist. 
W hen I left off speaking he 
rem ained and seemed reluctant to take his 
eyes from the statue. 
A fter several m in­ 
utes spent in silent m editation he aston­ 
ished me by Baying substantially : 
“ I was 
a soldier in the Confederate arm y, and 
spent four years doing my utm ost to defeat 
all th a t Abraham Liocoln was trying to ac­ 
complish. 
He succeeded, and I have no 
regrets on th a t account.” 
The visitor then 
assumed a tragic attitude, and raising his 
right hand tow ard the statue, said w ith de­ 
liberation and em phasis : “ He was an in­ 
finitely greater man than George W ashing­ 
ton ever w as.” 
W ith his eyes still fixed 
on the statue, and as though his whole 
soul was in his words, he continued : 
44 W ashington had no difficulty in deter­ 
mining who were his friends and who were 
not. 
H is enemies were principally on the 
water, on the other side of it, or officers 
and soldiers sent here to enforce the m an­ 
dates of a tyrant.
